Time for 2nd 
Cattle Grub 


•» Treatment 


It's time to make the 
second 


treatment for cattle grub control, 
County Agent Oliver L. Adams re- 
minded farmers today. 
In urging the treatment, 
Mr. 


Adams pointed out that it 
will 
mean big savings in meat, leath- 
er, and milk. 


The treatment consists of dust- 
ing the backs of animals with cat- 
tle grub dust. The active ingred- 
ient in this dust is rotenone. About 
v'Jitwo ounces of dust is 
sprinkled, 
' over the animal's back where the 
grubs or wolves are found. 
The 


I 
dust must be rubbed in well. 
Three treatments, spaced 
one 


month apart, give excellent con- 
trol of cattle grubs in a herd of 
cattle. Not only do 
cattle 
get 


much immediate relief, but they 
also are not bothered so much by 
heel flies next spring 
and . by 
grubs next winter. Even 
though 


the first treatment was not made 
in December, much good can still 
be done by making the last two 
' treatments. 
Cattle grub dust will also con- 


trol lice. For this purpose it should 
be dusted around the head 
and 


neck, between the 
legs, 
around 
tyiilhcad, and wherever lice arc 
lound. Always rub the oust in well. 
As a spray, use one pound of the 
dust in five gallons of water.

Clove Valley, N. Y., Jan. 20 — 


(UP) 
— Six hundred 
volunteers 
searched today for seven-year-old 
David Berry and his pet poodle 
missing in dense woods of Wing- 
dale mountain. 
Soldiers, volunteer firemen, Boy 
Scouts, American Legionnaires and 
Grange league 
members, braved 
almost zero temperatures in 
a 


night-long search of the 12 to 14 
square mile area where David went 
to find a Christmas tree at dusk 
yesterday. 
Airplanes and bloodhounds were 


called into the search at dawn. 
David, a second grade pupil at 


Clove Valley school, was playing 
with his dog, "Qucenie" and his 
two younger brothers when he de- 
cided to go into the woods after 
the tree. 
The younger brothers — age six 


and five — told their mother, Mrs. 
Hazel Berry, 28, who immediate- 
ly set out after him. She gave up 
in 10 minutes and called sheriff 
Close who organized the searching 
party.

New York, Jan, 20 —(P?)— A hy- 
drogen bomb is merely a lot of hy- 
drogen gas: which explodes by the 
simple process of fusing hydrogen 
atoms together to form helium gas. 
In this fusion a lot of energy is 
given • off.. The amount is seven 
times greater than the energy from 
an equal weight of the splitting 
atoms in A-bombs. So this hydro- 
gen bomb rates about 1,000 times 
stronger than an A-bomb because 
of possibly less; trouble in handling 
the mass. 
. 
To produce this explostion, you 


need temperatures and pressures 
of millions of degrees and pounds, 
such as 
exist in the 
sun. An A- 
bomb gives you both — but only 
momentarily. 
The question is — Can science 


use this momentary A-bomb flash 
to set off a hydrogen bomb? 
The troubles are serious. It 
is 
true'that hydrogen does just this 
in the sun and the stars to make 
their heat. But the change is not 
directly, hydrogen into helium. The 
hydrogen first changes carbon into 
nitrogen, the latter into oxygen and 
then down the scale to helium as 
the final product. 
The process may take too long 


to furnish an explosion. It would 
also require many times more car- 
bon in the bomb than hydrogen. 
There's no evidence that if you 
started the hydrogen flash it could 
continue by itself long enough to 
explode. In fact, 
some 
scientists 


have held that only sustained mil- 
lion - degree 
temperatures would 


make it possible. 


On the other hand, the prospects 


for success rest on a number of 
facts. One is that scarcely anything 
is yet known about the details "of 
this process of nature. 
This means possible short-cuts to 


be discovered. 
It is 
a fact that 
there are three kinds of hydrogen 
to play with, plain, double weight 
— known to the public as heavy 
water — and a triple weight hydro- 
gen, 
known as tritium, and with 


some mean 
radioactivity. 
These 


complicate and increase the pos- 
sibilities.

draft laws. 


He said the law is a prop 
to 
peace, "showing the continuing in- 
tention of the world's greatest na- 
tion to protect that peace. 


Johnson said the United 
States 
ambassador to Moscow had 
re- 


ported the passage of the peace- 
time draft act in 1948 "came as 
a thunderous shock to the men of 
the politburo." He credited it with 
boosting morale of the free

There will be great 
argument 


over whether the hydrogen bomb 
should ever be built. But since sci- 
ence knows no 
boundaries 
any 
more than 
does 
the 
wind, the 


technique of making one will be 
no secret. And since 
any Ian 


country could make one, each w 
begin making them as a protec- 
tion against each other, 


Felf-defense has become a 20th 
century tower of Babel and panic. 
The decision to build the hydrogen 
bomb was made long ago. It was 
made when the first man thrust a 
spear in anger through his neigh- 
bor — and the neighbor's boy went 
out and began making himself a 
spear.

With the subject Which Morgenthau 
discussed while Ed Foley and Os 
car Cok wept silent. This subject 
was the lend-lease bill which cost 
the American people eleven billion 
dollars. 


Maragon was under oath and so 


was subject to the penalties 
foi 


false swearing. For no stated rea 
son, Morgenthau was not asked t( 
swear that the testimony which he 
gave on Jan. 28, 1941, regarding 
the origin of the 
lend-lease 
bill 


Would be the truth, 
the 
whole 
truth and nothing but the truth 
Foley 
was 
a 
counsel 
of the 
treasury. Cox was his "bright as- 
sistant." 


I have previously quoted 
from 


Morgenthau's statements 
on the 
Stand. He knew the committee was 
tryirtg to find out, as Senator 
Hiram Johnson, of California, put 
it, what "schrivener" had drawn 
the bill. He knew there was a ques- 
titort as to the unlimited meaning of 
the phrase "or otherwise dispose 
Of." 
This apparently gave Presi- 
dent Roosevelt the power to give 
away to any country that ha fa- 
vored, as a matter 
of 
personal 


policy, anything that he 
thought 
that country might find useful for 
the war or perhaps, for any pur- 
pose. Repeatedly. Morgenthau was 
told that the senators wanted to 
question the actual authors of the 
actual draft so as to learn from 
the original 
source 
what 
they 
mean by these and other words. 


Not until long afterward did Sen- 


ator Bennett Champ Clark, one ol 
the opponents of lend-lease, learn 
that Foley and Dox were the at 
tual authors. 


Senator Clark is now a justice 


of the United States Court of Ap- 
peals in Washington, D. C. He was 
convinced also that 
Morgenthau 


knowingly gave evasive 
answers 


regarding the value of British pos 
sessions in the United States. 


Senator Clark thought Foley and 


Cox should have disclosed them- 
selves as the authors. He knew no- 
body in the senate had anything 
to do With the drafting. He doubted 
that Morgenthau knew enough 
to 


draft it. 


Morgenthau betrayed h i m s e If 


when he wrote in his memoirs in 
1947: "At noon, Jan.:2, my phone 
rang. It was the President. The' 
green; light was on. TertL-.rhinutes 
later,;.'Ed Foley,, my crack;, general 
counsel, .and his.;bright )as.sistanU 
Oscar Cox, were in my office. We 
discussed the requirements of the 
job and I asked for a draft by 
10:30 
the next 
morning. 
They 
fooled me. They had a draft ready 
by midnight the same day." 
Winston 
Churchill 
wrote in his 
memoirs: 'It seems that this idea 
had,originated in the treasury de- 
partment whose lawyers, especial- 
ly Oscar S. Cox, of Maine, 
had 
been stirred by Secretary Morgen- 
thau.' 


Roosevelt prepared public opin- 


ion for the coup by a remark in 
a press conference about lending 
the garden hose to 
a 'neighbor 


whose house was burning. 


"On this foundation, the ever-fa- 


mous lend-lease bill was at once 
prepared for submission to con- 
gress," Churchill continued. 


Cordell Hull wrote: "I held dis- 
cussions In my office with Morgen-

E. H. Foley, general sounsel of 
the treasury, and Oscar S. Cox 
I also" called in some leaders of 
both houses. . .Morgenthau and his 
assistants took the burden of draft- 
ing the necessary legislation after 
lengthy discussions with us. . .they 
brought their drafts to the state 
and other i n t e r e s t e d depart- 
ments. . . ."

Has Police 
at Standstill

ish citizen may look at his pound 
note, observe that it is issued by 
he Bank of England, and get what 
satisfaction he can out of the re- 
flection that it is "his bank." 


Or, he may send a cablegram to 
American or Australia with the 
feeling he is using his own facili- 
ties, because the cable and wire- 
less is "his company." 


But that's at)out as far as na- 
tionalization of these 
enterprises 
goes in having any effect on his 
personal life. It's the 
same

sterling and as far as John Citi- 
zen is concerned

alank looks the same. He owns 
the whole network of wiere

The casual citizen rarely had any 
personal contact with the Bank of 
England.

There has been no change, either, 
in the citizen's relationship with 
his own neighborhood bank.
